City Confectioner Assessed 
$2 for Breach of Lord’s 
Day Act 


In police court Thursday afternoon 
before Magistrate Col. George B. Mc- 
Leod, Simon Ross, confectioner of 
9507 Jasper avenue, was fined $2 and 
no costs for a breach of the Lord's 
Day Act. The conviction came as a 
result of Ross selling 12 ice cream 
cones on Sunday which were not con- 
sumed on the premises. Magistrate 
McLeod ruled that {t was unlawful to | 
sell ice cream either in cones or in 
buckets or bricks if the confection was | 
not eaten on the spot | 

Ross pleaded guilty to selling the 
ice cream and one bottle of milk ! 

Abe Millar, counsel for defence, | 
stated that the Act made it permiss- 
ible for milk to be delivered and con- 
tended that the same applied to milk 
being bought. This was allowed and 
the case then hung on the matter of | 
the ice cream. 

Mr. Millar pointed out that the mer- 
chants and the public were not aware 
that it was a breach of the law to buy 
ice cream not to be consumed on the 
premises, He asked that accused be 
dismissed. This was denied. 

“Why, even the city sells icé cream,” 
pointed out the defence, “at the swim- 
ming pools and at the golf course ice 
cream can be bought from the city 
any Sunday in the summer.” 


BUYER LIABLE. 


“Why should my client be punish- | 
ed,” he asked, “when others buy ice 
cream? This matter should be 
brought to the attention of the public 
before any action is taken. Anyone 
buying is also liable. Why not sum- 
mon the buyers also?” 

Mr. Millar then asked that if his 
client, was to be used as the “goat” in 
warning the public he should be only 
lightly fined. 

Both the court and the prosecutor 
agreed that this was only fair, so Ross 
paid a two dollar fine. 

It is definitely established by this 
case that any person buying ice cream 
on Sunday to take home or out into | 
the car or on the street to eat, is com- 
mitting a breach of the law. 

If, however, when the purchase is 


| made, the buyer merely licks the top 


of the cone, the sale is legal, for con- 


| sumption on the premises has started | 


and can be continued “on the run.” 
So, to play safe, next time you buy 
ice cream on Sunday, lick the top of 
it and establish the commencement of |

THE RETIRING LEADER 

A political leader who does not hold a 
seat in the legislature is obviously handi- 
capped, and hcavily handicapped. The re- 
sicnation of Mr. J. W. McDonald, K.C., 
Liberal leader in provincial politics, is thus 
not surprising. His withdrawal in the 
circumstances is further proof of his fidel- 
ity to his followers and the cause they rep- 
resent. Convinced that he could not di- 
rect the party effectively without a seat 
in the house, he steps aside, at the sacrifice 
of personal prestige and prospects. 

Mr. McDonald has the qualifications 
for leadership in large degree. He is popu- 
lax, dependable, energetic, has given him- 
sel’ to the duties of the position unspar- 
in-ly, and has won a high place in the es- 
teem of the people of the province. That 
he will reappear in public life can be pre- 
dicted, and that he will again resume the 
leadership under happier auspices 1S e€n- 
tirely possible.

WHERE ARE WE “AT’'? 

Instead of pressing through parliament 
the scheduled resolution to extend the 
operation of the Unemployment and Farm 
Relief Act from March ist to May lst, the 
Government allowed the Act to expire, 
which it did on Monday 

This Act was the “blank cheque” leg- 
islation under which parliament a year 
ago gave the Government power to spend 
any sum that appeared necessary for the 
relief of unemployed persons and farmers 


in distressed circumstances. Under its 
provisions arrangements have becn made 
with vinces and municipalities for the 
cerrying on of relief works and the giving 
of direct relief, the cost to be shared by 
the three authorities. 
The Act having died, the whole subject 


of Dominion participation in further relief 
effort seems to be “up in the air”. Imme- 
diately the provinces and municipalities 
are confronted with the question of wheth- 
er they must continue such effort at their 
own expense, without aid from the federal 
treasury. Slightly more remote, but even 
more urgent, is the question of what is to 
be done about getting idle men at work 
when spring opens. 

As matters stand the Dominion Gov- 
ernment appears to be without authority 
to contribute, either toward direct relief 
at present or toward relief works for the 
summer. After having given notice that 
the Act would be extended, and Dominion 
help continued at least until May Ist, the 
action of the Government in allowing the 
Act to expire is inexplicable. 

It cannot be supposed that the Domin- 
ion intends to step out of the picture and 
leave the provinces and municipalities to 
wrestle with unemployment and farm re- 
lief as they may. An early statement from 
Premier Bennett is due, accompanied by 
the announcement of plans by which the 
Government proposes to deal with these 
continuingly grave matters in the coming 
year.
